RE AS O N S humbly offered againU con^ 
tinuing of the A C T for better viewing^ 
fe arching^ and examining of Druggs^ 
Medicines^Scc. as the fame now ftands. 

THE Apothecaries are far from being averfe to a Search of Medicines, or 
from having and defe^we Medicines deftroy'd, but humbly hope 
that Matter (hall be put into fuch a Method, that the Property, Reputa- 
tion^ and confequently the Livelihood of fo great a Number of Perfons 
as exercife the Trade of an Apothecary, (liall not be fubjeded to a final Determina- 
tion, but under the {dxnQ Guards and Cautions which the reft of their Fellow Sub- 
jeUs have for their Security, 

AS it is allovi^'d that an Appeal from the Judgment of the Cenfirs is reafonable, 
it is conceivM equally reafonable that fuch Appeal (hould be determind by Perfons 
wholly indifferent and unbiafs'*d, how far the College are likely to prove fo in re- 
fped of the Judgments and Determinations of Perfons of their own Body and of 
their own Choice, is eafy to forefee, efpecially when it is further confider'd : 

Firif, That for a long Time a Jealoufy has been entertain'd by the Members of 
the College, that the Apothecaries have encroach'd upon their Faculty^ by fometimes 
in ordinary Inftances, and in the Cafes of poor Perfons, Children and Servants, 
giving P^jyJr)^ without calling in a Vhyfician^ and that the Temptation to crufh thofe 
vs^ho for the future (hall prefume to do fo, will be very ftrong, when they fhall 
have it in their i^ower fo eafily to effed if. 

Secondly^ That befides the ordinary Vropenfton towards aggrandizing their Body, 
it may be very eafily conceivM that it will be thought ( by fome at leaft) to be 
the Intereft of the CoUege to keep the Apothecaries in a Suhjedion to and Depetidance 
upon them, no Apothecary will then dare to relieve a Patient, tho' in the utmoft 
Extremity, for fear the Patient's Phyficran Ihould be made his Judge in a little Time, 
and in that Capacity gratify his Refentment, which may prove a.Mifchief of no 
fmall Confequence. 

Tryal by a Jury is in moft Cafes the Right of the Sub']e&, and there feems to be 
no Teafon v^hy Apothecaries in a Matter of this Moment ftiould be excluded from it, 
and be fubjefted in fo extraordinary manner to the College of Ph)jtcians. 

Before the paffing of this Aft it was always underftood, That no Drugs or Me- 
dicines could be deftroy'd without the Concurrence of the WARDENS of the 
Apothecaries-Company, and it is obfervable that there is no Complaint in the Pre- 
amble of the faid Ad that any hiconvenience arofe from thence^ it is humbly 
hoped therefore that if it (hould not be thought proper upon an Appeal to have 
the Matter determined by a Jury, that it will feem but reafonable to join fome of 
the Body of the Apothecaries-Company with the Members of the College upon that 
Occafion, the Apothecaries being by their Experience more competent Judges whe- 
ther this or that particular Drug or Medicine is good of the Sort. 

L k therefore humbly hoped. That in the Bill for continuing the faid A 
fuch Alterations y/^// be made as will fecure the Apothecaries fron» 
unprecedented HardJJjips above mentioned, a^d prevent the Mifchiefs 
confequent thereupon. 
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
